CATS, INFLICTS WOUNDS ON 
SELF AND DISAPPEARS, 


Mystery Surrounds Acts of Gordon 
Turner. 


Gordon Turner, a young man of 
about 20 years of age hi has 5 mysterious- 
ly disappeared and has baffled the ef- 
forts of 80 men to find him, leaving 


behind a discharged shot. gun and 
quantities of blood. 

This occurred Thursday at about 
-11:00 o’clock in the forenoon at the 
home of his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Enos‘ Turner, living in South Branch 
township about 244 miles east of 
Roscommon village. He had bor- 
rowed a shot gun from a neighbor 
saying that he wanted to kill some 
eats. Soon after a gun shot was 
heard and later his parents went in 
search of him and found the gun cov- 
ered with blood on the barn floor and 
also found blood stains on the barn 
door and a ladder leading to the 
loft, but were unable to find their 
son, 

Search was , immediately begun and 
soon aid was enlisted and Sheriff 
Richardson, of this city was notified 
and he with Reuben S. Babbitt and 
Claud, Gilson joined the searchers 
which by the time they had arrived 
consisted of about 80 men. The 
search was most thorough and con- 
tinued four days but not a single 
trace could be found of the young 
man nor his body. 

Near the barn door there was a 
spray of blood about four feet in 
length and about a foot wide. Also, 
as stated above, there was blood in 
other places. There is some thot 
that the young man may have met 
foul play. One of the searchers 
claim that blood coming from a gun 
shot would not spatter, as it appears 
to have done in this case, and says 
that it has the appearance that some- 
one had been struck a cutting blow. 

The affair has mystified everyone 
for it seems almost impossible for. 
one to avoid being found after the 
diligent search that was made. Ev- 
ery part of the country was scoured 
for miles around but no clues were 
found pointing to the whereabouts of 
the unfortunate youth. 

Just what may have occurred to 
young Turner nobody can _ tell. 
What makes the affair still more 
mystifying is the fact that the young 
man Was in good health and appar- 
ently sound in. mind in every way. 
He was a a bright youth and was 
well liked and highly spoken of by 
all who knew him. Just what may 
be the outcome of this affair no-one 
can foretell. Sheriff Richardson and 
his companions have returned home 
but the search will continue until 
every possible effort has been made 
to find the boy or his body.

Their 

results are obtained through. patient 

‘and -persistent efforts of education 
‘and ‘law enforcement. Probably : the 
best and most: lasting work of 


health departments is-to be found in 


educational: efforts directed toward 


ithe diffusion of knowledge concern- 


ing those conditions of living which 
influence either favorably or unfav- 
orably, the health of the individual. 

The public health of a community 
must be governed by the average 
health condition of the individuals 
who make us that community an 
for this reasonm the matter of public 
heatlh is very largely one of mdivid- 
ual responsibility. 

The individual responsibility con- 
cerns not only the question of com- 
municable disease being transmitted 
from person to person, but also the 
external conditions which: are agen- 
’ cies for spreading disease. 

For instance the person with a 
cold has a moral obligation to stay at 
home during the acute stage of his 
infection, when feverish, ‘sneezing 
and coughing. The parent who 
knows that @ non-immune child has 
been exposed to scarlet fever, mea- 
sles or whooping cough also has a 
moral obligation to keep the chil] at 
home during the period when . the 
exposed child would be likely t» come 
down with the disease. 

Likewise the landlord or tenant is 
an individual who is morally respon- 
sible for unsanitary surroundings, 
like open closets and exposed gar- 
-bage. or manure piles which breed 
flies that carry infection. 

' Many people who would strongly 
resent the thought of their putting 
a chemical poison into food or drink 
will: permit unsanitary conditions to 
exist which are agencies for spread- 
ing disease germs that no less sure- 
ly poison well water and food, both 
for themselves and their. neighbor. 

The person whom it is constantly 
necessary to keep under the police 
power of the health department be- 
cause -of some violation of sanitary 
law, whieh may result in the steal- 
ing of some other person’s health, 
should be looked upon as no less a 
thief than the one who rebs another 
of worldly goods.—Ex.

BEEF BRISKET—BOILED AND 
BROWNED. 


If the piece has much bone, part 
May be removed for soup stock, or 
for gravy to be used with the meat 
when warmed over. Cook the solid 
part of the meat until tender, with 
a little celery salt and garlic added, 
turning it once during the cooking, 
which will take from four to six 
hours according to the amount of 
meat. Remove meat from liquor;

» place them around meat and brown 
all in a hot oven for about. twenty 
minutes. Make a gravy with the re- 
maining liquor and serve separate- 
ly. The meat slices as firmly as 
cheese, and will be tender and appe- 
tizing.

That. the money expended for the 
maintenance ‘of this force is not en- 
tirely net. outgo is evidenced by ‘the 
fact thet the fines collected in state 
‘and county .courts in cases brought 
by the. State Police amounted to $30, 
416.50 and fn the federal coprts the 
fines were $75,600. Altogether, 4,568 
persons were required to takeout Ii- 
censes of various Kinds. Stolen goods 


of a Value of $57,000 were recovered. 


In a monetary way, however, the 
greatest accomplishments of the 
force were of a preventative nature. 
Putting out foreat fires, preventing de- 
atruction of property, breaking up in- 
etpient race riots, protecting nt in| 
and other business establishments in 
the smaller cities and. villages, guard. | i 
ing orchards from raiders and simfer | 
services bulk large in potential sav- 
ing of loss. 


During the year 1,046 arrests were’; 


made for almost every crime from 
murder down, Of-those arrested 852 
were convicted during the year, 85 
cases were pending, 99 prisoners had 
been turned over to other officers and 
only 10 were discharged. This proves 
that the State Police were exceeding- 
ly careful in the arrests made, 


Whisky Traffic Fought 


A constant attempt was made to 
stop bootlegging and moonshining. 
Liquor amounting to 22,595 gallons, 
of an estimated value of $515,000, was 
seized and 53 stills were destroyed. 


Two members of the force were seri- 


ously injured in battles with liquor 
runners. Particular activity was dis- 
played-in breaking up illicit distilling 
after it was proved by analyses that 
most of the home-made whisky is poi- 
sonous in nature and likely to cause 
death if taken in any quantity. 

Much has been done by the troop- 
ers to make the highways of the state 
more safe and the arrest of speeders 
has also protected the macadam and 
gravel roads which are torn up by 
reckless drivers. 

Protection was extended to a num- 
ber of towns. which had been the suf- 
ferers' from gangs of criminals who 
used motor cars in their raids and 
these raids were effectually stopped. 
Many gambling resorts were raided 
by the State Police and the crooked 
gamblers forced to close. up, while 
their apparatus was seized and de- 
stroyed. 

Police Made investigations, . 

Investigations were made for the 
attorney-general and other state of- 
ficers, Assistance was given to storm- 
swept districts. and many citizens 
were also given aid when they were 
found ill or injured on the highways 
by the troopers, 

State Police are forbidden to dis- 
cuss religion or politics, are told to 
give warning rather than to use fore 
ible measures wherever law violation 
appears to be due to ignorance or 
heedlessness and are instructed to 
render every aid possible at all times 
to ‘women, children and persons in 
distress, 


Larger Force Needed, 


In conclusion, Major Marsh reports: 

“The impossibility of protecting the 
rural districts of a territory covering 
forty-two thousand square miles, prac- 
tically without police protection ex- 
cept that furnished by the State Po- 
lice, and of complying with the two 
thousand, five hundred and one re- 
quests for asaistance received during 
the past year and which are constant- 
ly increasing as the force is becoming 
known. With a force of only two hun- 
dred and four officers and men this 
must be acknowledged and does not 
admit of argument. Although the 
population of the state has increased 
over one-half million since the force 
was first organized, the strength of 
the force has not increased one single 
man, 

“While the amount of pay provided 
by the Act of 1919 helped at the time’ 
to keep the experienced men, the in- 
creased cost of Hving during the past 
year and the large increase in wages 
of all classes of labor, has’ not only 
made it difficult to secure desirable re- 
cruits, but has influenced members 
of the force to resign s0 28 to accept 
much better paying positions, 

“{ would respectfully recommend 
the force to be increased by thirty- 
-five per cent and that the pay be in. 
“ereased to conform to the pay of po 
lice officers of cities of the first class.”

Little stories of the world war that 
bring home to a land now at peace 
the sacrifice of men who gave their 
lives on the battlefields of- France 
and. the sorrows of thonsands of gold 


star mothers are coming to light every 


day in the search that gees steadily 
on for the missing and for informa- 
tion regarding the deaths of soldiers 
overseas. From every section of the 
country and from every state come 
these queries to the American Legion 
Weekly, which in its “Missing Men” 
column, places where al] may see an 
array of Items back of which He some 
of the greatest tales of the war. 

“Missing Men” is tn itself the most 
tragic column {n the world. Into its 
short compass is compressed a host 
of heart throbs and a sweeping hu- 
man emotion that the pen of the most 
gifted novelist would be unable to por- 
tray. The items are short, of neces- 
sity, but, in the few words that go to 
make up each, volumes’ are spoken. 
Take, for example, such communica- 
tions as these:

Others, however, have been 
solved through the medium of “Miss- 
ing Men,” and many letters have come 
into the office of the Legion magazine 
containing the information sought in 
a published query.

Thia room is equipped 
with a large fire-place in the outside 
wall with windows on either alde.

Three bedrooms are ranged along 
the other side of the house on the first 
floor. One room, which might be used 
as a Hbrary or den opens off the livjng 
room. The other two bedrooms and 
bath room are on a short hall, which 
{s reached through the dining room. 
The front bedroom is 11 feet 6 inches 
x 11 feet; the center bedroom is 10 
feet 6 tnches by 11 feet 6 inches, and 
the rear bedroom is 11 feet 6 inches 
x 12 feet 6 Inches. 

The basement is arranged for the 
accommodation of the heating plant, 
the fuel storage, and the laundry and 
other storage rooms. This is the type 
of house that can be hented nicely by 
a pipeless furnace, as the two rooms 
that demand the most heat are really 
one. 

While this plan {s suggested for the 
home builder who has not a large fam- 
fly, It fs well to consult an architect if 
one is available, and the local contrac- 
tor and lumber dealer before finally 
deciding ou the plan for the new home. 
These men are experts in building and 
their knowledge and experience will 


be of great help to 


the prospective 
home builder. They know what is best 
in home design and construction and 
wkat should be avoided so that the 
home will cost as little as posstble. 

This fall is a time when everyone 
who possibly can should bulld homes 
of their own. Rents everywhere are 
again being ratsed this fall, and there 
seems to be a certainty that another 
increase Will be put Into effect by the 
property owners next spring.

HH tron-throated cannon of the 
Washington navy yard, breaking 
the stillness of a March dawn in 1854 
with its 100 exultant roars over the 
repeal of the Missouri compromise, 
awakened Lincoln to the great mis- 
sion for which his whole life had been 
an unconscious preparation. After a 
single term {n congress, where his crit- 
jcism of the Mexican war in the midst 
of that conflict had left him unavail- 
able for a second term, and after 
providentially failing to obtain the snug 
berth of commissioner of the general 
land office, he had retired to his dingy 
law office in Springfield. 
The wiping out of the dead line 
against the spread of slavery aroused 
him from his indifference to political

questions and drew him from his re- 
tirement. “I know there js a God and 
that he hates injustice and slavery,” 
he said simply to a friend. 
storm coming. I know his hand is in 
it. If he has a place and work for 
me—and I think he has, I believe Iam 
ready.” 

The cannon that called Lincoln to 
his duty also was the signal gun that 
heralded the birth of the Republican 
party. Joining the new party, he be

eampaign, as always in every hour of 
decision, he retired within himself. He 
consulted no one and gave no hint of 
his line of attack until he called to- 
gether a dozen friends and read to 
them his opening speech, which began 
with those immortal words: “A house 
divided against Itself cannot stand. I 
believe that this government cannot 
endure permanently half slave and 
half free It wlll become all} 
one thing or all the other.” 

Every man jn the little group warn- 
ed him that if he delivered the speech 
it would defeat him for the senate. 


“If I had to draw &@ pen across my | 
record and erase my whole life from 


sight,” he quietly replied, “and I had 


one poor gift or choice left as to what ; 


I should save from the wreck, I should 
choose that speech and leave It to the 
world unerased.” 

Douglas carried a few more legisla- 
tive districts and was reelected, but 
Lincoln led in the aggregate popular 
yote. 

Lincoln had met his Bunker Hill, 
The great unknown, who had dared to 
cross swords with the foremost cham- 
pion of the repeal, piqued the curios- 
ity of the country. Accepting an Inv!l- 
tation to spenk fn New York, his 
Cooper union address established his 
intelfectual and moral right to lead 
the nation. 

Nevertheless; when zeatous neigh- 
bors had first entered him as a candi- 
date for president, he protested that 
he was not fit for the place. Until the 
convention of 1860 actually met in Chi- 
cago, hig name seldom was mentioned 
for the honor outside his own State. 
Two-thirds of the delegates really fa- 
vored the nomination of William H. 
Seward, but as so often happens in 
politics, the very pre-eminence of the 
New York senator made him unavail- 
able. In the end Lincoln was nom}- 
nated largely because he was the lenst 
known man on the lst of candidates.

One 
night he dreamed that he was In a 
crowd, when some one recognized him 
as the president and exclaimed in 
surprise: “He is a very common Iook- 
ing man.” Whereupon he answered: 
“Friend, the Lord prefers common 
looking people. That ig the reason he 
makes go many of them.” 

Lincoln Nked people, and he always 
kept in touch with the mass. He did 
not have to take the word of politi- 
cians or newspapers about what the 
country was thinking, He went to 
the source. - 

As he finished his daily wrestle with 
senators and the big-wigs, he plunged 
with zest into what he called his “pub- 
lic opinion bath.” Seated in his chair, 
with one leg thrown over its arm. he 
received the motley crowd that poured 
in through the wide open door of his 
office. Those who approached him in 


presence of a friend, whose manner 
said to every one what he said in a 
speech to a regiment: “I happen tem- 
porarily to occupy this big White 
House. I am a living witness that 
any one of your children may look to 
come here as- my father’s child has.” 

The man fairly exhaled democracy, 
fraternity, equality. Frederick Doug- 
las said that Lincoln was the only 
white man he ever met who did not 
show consciously or unconsciously that 
he recognized his color. 

Sympathy flowed in a constant 
stream from its fountain in this great 
heart. A mother's tears, a baby's ery, 
a father's plea, a crutch or an empty 
sleeve never failed to move Lincoln. 
“If he has no friend, I'l] be his friend,” 
he said as he stopped the shooting of 
a soldier, under sentence of a court- 
martial, 

“My poor girl,” he said to & woman 
who pleaded for the life of her soldier 
hrother, “you have come here with no 
governor or senator or member of 
congress to speak in your cause; you 
;seem honest and truthful and you 
‘don't wear hoops, and I'! be whipped 
\{f I don't pardon him.” 

Lincoln's office was almost his prison 
cell through four terribie years. The 
shouts of his two little boys at play 
lalwass were welcome nates of joy to 
their care-weighted father. He never 
objected to their noisily bursting in

upon him, and often he joined the 
children In their bolsterous games In 
the White House grounds. 

In the dark days when the nation 
itself was at death's door, one of the 
deys died. For weeks the grieving 
father strove in vain to win a spirit of 
resignation, dropping his work for a 
day at a time and surrendering to his 
sorrow. ., Doubtless the fortitude he 
gained at last in that wrestle with 
himself became part of the heroic faith 
which lifted him above the general 
despair when the fortunes of the 
Union sank lowest. 

After WilHe's death, the other boy 
received © double share of paternal af- 
fection. Tad was in the habit of going 
to his father In the evening and mak- 
ing a report of all that had happened 
since morning, usually falling asieep 
In the midst of his prattle. Laying 
the lttle fellow on the floor by the 
side of his desk, Lincoln returned to 
his heavy tasks unt!) his own long day 
was done, when he took his sleeping 
boy on hig shoulder and carried him 
off to bed.

Valencia’s “Water Court.” 

Valencia, Spain, has a tribunal 
which meets every Thursday at 11 
o'clock in the morning to try offenses 
fn connection with the conveying of 
water to the rice fields of the district. 
It is called the “water tribunal,” and 
{ts members consist of peasants who 
elect their own president.

other. Tinney was alive when picked 
up, but died a few seconds later. 

Only a few minutes before, Ethel 
Dare, 18-year-old aviatrix, had per- 
formed tha féat that cost Tinney his 
life.

ON OWN RESOURSES. 


CLAIM THAT FUNDS ARE LOW. 


‘Reported Fewer Than Half 8core Of 


Ines WIIl Be Able to Meet 
Actual Expenses. 


Washington.—Railroads began oper- 
ation on thelr own resources Sept. 1 
after having been reduced to accept- 
ing from the government approximate- 
ly $100,000,000 monthly for the six 
months in which their earnings were 
guaranteed by the transportation act. 
Any further aid from the government 
must come through loans from the 
revolving fund which the act created. 

Earnings of the roads will fall about 
$600,000,000 below their standard re- 
turn for the period since March 1, ac- 
cording to estimates by the bureau of 
railway economics, 

Fewer than half a score of lines 
have produced revenue sufficient to 
equal actual operating expenses which 
does net include the fixed charges of 
interest, taxes and dividends, Definite 
figures on the cost to the government 
of the earnings guarantee provisions 
of the transportation act will not be 
known for several months, or until the 
various systems are able to complete 
the mechanical task of balancing 
books and giving detailed figures. 
Most all of the roads, however, have 
indicated already to the interstate 
commerce committee, and through it 
to the treasury, that they will have 
money coming to them as a result of 
the guarantee.
